^^J?e seek to* educate young people , In^the democratic' traditton^ to foster a recognition^ 
H^^of individual freedom ;^d social responsibility, ,to inspire meaningful awareness - 
of and respect for the Constitution and the Bill of Rights., and to Unstill appreci- 
atidn of £he values of individual ^personality. It is fecognized that these ' ' 
democratic Values, caij best be ttansmitted in ^n atmosphere whitb'is free from' ' 
censorship and arfitficier restraints upon free inquiry and le^rnife^aha 'in which ; 
, academic tra^dom for teacher and studentM-s enc^uraaed. ' m ■ ^ )

It is further recognized that there are areas of such a controversial or question-^ 
able nature that some restraints upon pomplete academic freedom are necessary. 

The Jefferson County Board of Education wishes to meet ignorance, hatred and 
prejudice not with more ignorance, hatred and prejudice; but with understanding, 
goodness J and reason, ^ therein no individual will be allowed to Impose his 
personal views In any subject area, and the best professional behavior and 
IndivlduaL thought will be eKpected at all times/ WhA political, moral or 
social prdblems arise within the classroom as topics of discussion or study, 
opportunities for opposing points of view must be prodded. ^

The Board of Education does not advocate a policV bf censorship, but a practice 
Of judicious aelectlon of materials to be used with students in' the classrooms 
o,f Jefferson County^ Public Schools, and wants only to be helpful to thf teachers 
^In providing good learning experiences for boys and girls. Teachers shall use " 
prudent judgment In determining whether ; materials ari of such nature and shall 
submit itema^ to their principdLand supervisors for approval before inclusion 
In their instructional programs. Should such material be selected for inclusion 
in a teacher's curriculum guide, and objections to same evolve,' the Board, insists 
upon t^ following, 

.Individuals Involved will be provided an opportunity to discuss the matter 
fully with Ipcal school personnel. ' 

The materials reevaluation procedure wilt,^be initiated and conclusions 
reported to the school and individuals involved. See attached BOOK 
SELECTION AND I^TERIALS REEVALUATION POLICY, ^ 

With reference to library books per se and book selectiori, . the form used 
4n 1963-69 and the years before may be used. See attached CITIZM'S 
REQUEST FOR REEVALUATION OF MATERIAL. 

Furthermore, In -recognition of the sc5pe of this problem, the Board encourages the 
administrations of the local schools to form panels of qualified per's^ns , appoint- ' 
ed fairly (e.g., teacher, parents and other school and community representatives) 
to consider materials to be used in the curriculums that might have an adverse 
effect on students. In addition, the Board suggests that individual achool 
departments be encouraged to consider, read and review all supplementary 
curri^cular inclusions that might be offensive pQlttically, socially or otherwlsf.

After completing the above mentioned form, a school cpnunlttee composed of the 
teacher in the subject area, the principal, the supervisor and the librarian 
shall'reylew with the complainant the written crltlclsft^J^d attempt to reach 
a decjLsion QOn^cerning the complaint*

If a decision is not reached which, is satisfactory to the comp^ainantj the 
principal shall request the Associate Superintendent for Instruction to delegate 
a central cofsmittee to review and make a final decision cdncerning the diapoiit- ^ 
Ion of the complaint. This decision will be reported back to the principal by 
the Associate Superintendent for Instruction* This central committee shall be 
composed of an administrator, supervisor In the subject area under question, a 
classroom teacher in the subject area, the Coordinator of Library Services and 
a mature* parent, preferably from the^ school district from which the complaint 
orgif^ates* Nc^ membefr of the central committee shall have been a member of the 
Ip^^ school committee with the exception of the suparvlaor. 

The materials Involved shall have been withdrawn from general circulation and 
use pindlng a declsionr In writing by the central committee, 

gowevfer, in the event the complainant does not concur with the decision, he may 
requejst that this child be ekcused from any contact ^ith the objectionable subject 
matter.* Such requests will be honqred, ^ -
